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DIXIECRAT REVOLT MAY HASTEN 
OUSTING OF ELECTORAL COLLEGE 


The Dixiecrat revolt may have been strictly a one- 
shot performance. But it is possible that it will 
bring 
Americans a bit closer to the day when they wall lock the 
door of the Electoral College and throw the key away. It 
all depends on what the 40 Thurmond-Wright electors do. 


Senator Ellender of Louisiana recently visited the 
-White Efouse, and afterwards said he had told the Presi- 
d e n t that he was going to try to get those 40 electors to 
*east their ballots for Mr. Truman and Senator Barkley, 
rather than for the States' Rights slate. 


They would be entirely within their rights if they did 
this. They are not directed by the Constitution to conform 
their choice to the popular vote. 


But if the Thurmond-Wright electors vote for the 
regular, and victorious, Democratic candidates, they will 
do more than break the pledges that won them a majority 
in Alabama, South Carolina, Mississippi, Louisiana, and 
placed two of their number on the list in Tennessee. They 
will effectively disfranchise considerably more than half 
a million persons who voted for them. 


Such an action would emphasize a deficiency in our 
voting system that is theoretically present in every presi- 
dential election, even though it seldom makes any actual 
difference. For, in spite of political tradition and practice, 
the voters have no legal voice in the choice of the presi- 
dent. 


They may express a preference, as the Dixiecrat sup- 
porters did. But the electors whom they voted for can vote 
as they choose.. 


This year's election offered other reasons, of course 
for giving the voters a more direct and secure means of 
selecting a president.. The contest barely missed winding 
up in the House of Representatives, which would have 
taken the choice out of the people's hands entirely. 


As a result of all this, the new Congress will undoubt- 
edly have a chance to start the machinery for changing 
the system. One proposal, by Senator Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts and Representative Gossett of Texas, has already 
been made public. It would not do away with electoral 
votes, but it would do away with the electors. And it would 
divorce a state's electoral votes between the candidates 
in proportion to their popular vote. 


This arrangement, or simply a direct popular vote, 
would naturally end any danger that Congress, and not 
the people, might have the right to choose a president. It 
would abolish the chance that voters might find their sup- 
port being recorded for a candidate whom they had op- 
posed. 


The present electoral system was a 
compromise 
among the delegates to the Constitutional Convention. But 
the controversy that brought it about has only historical 
interest today. Its meaning is blurred and dated, but its 
inequities are no less potent for being meaningless. 


We can see no reason why a proper reverence for the 
Constitution should blind Congress to this obvious flaw. 
The logical action will be for the legislators to draft an 
amendment which will make the letter conform to the 
-spirit of our free and secret ballot, and then let the people 
vote on it.

The bishops' statement was pre- 
oared at the Council's meeting in 
Cincinnati last Thursday in answer 
to a report of the House committee 
on unAmerican activities dealing 
, with Communism and religion. 
! The House committee, in a pamph- 
; let report entitled "one hundred 
things you should know about Com- 
munism,'' issued Nov. 22, said Com- 
munists are seeking to corrupt re- 
ligion in the United States by mfil- 
grating into churches and church or- 
ganizations. The repott said that "in 
all their plans and actions, the Com- 
munists 
mark 
down 
religion 
as 
enemy No. 1." 


The bishops declared last Saturday 
the "apparent effect" of the House 
Committee's report "is to create the 
impression that the churches have 
been infiltrated by Communists and 
that 
responsible 
leaders 
of 
the 
churches follow the party line." 


"We who know the church know 
these charges 
to be false," the 
bishops asserted. "We deplore any 
statement from any source which de- 
fames a great Christian commun- 
ion representing millions of faithful 
Christians and loyal Americans. 


"We, the bishops of the church, 
seek to practice Christian charity 
and to exemplify the grace of pa- 
tience, but we cannot and will not 
remain silent when confronted by 


practices at once un-American and 
a threat to a free church in a free 
society."

To The Public 


Springfield, 111., Dec. 7. — (£>) — 
Plans are being made to open to 
the public for the first time the sec- 
ond 
floor of 
Abraham 
Lincoln's 
home here. 


About $12,000 in state funds will 
be spent by the division of parks 
and memorials to restore the up- 
stairs of the 10-room home—the 
only home Lincoln ever owned. 


A new stairway will be built lead- 
ing to the upper floor where there 
were five bedrooms, one of (them a 
guest room and another a maid's 
room. The rooms will be restored 
with furniture of Lincoln's period. 


The h&mestead, white with green 


shutters, was given to the state in 
1877 by Lincoln's eldest son, Robert 
Todd. 


It was built originally in 1839 by 
the Rev. Charles Dresser, the min- 
ister who married Lincoln and Mary 
Todd. The home was painted Qua- 
ker brown when Lincoln purchased 
it in 1844 for $1,500. 
1 


He lived in it until 1860 when he 
was elected president. Three of his 
children were born there and one 
died there. 


Most of the furniture which Lin- 
coln owned in the home is gone. 
Some is in a museum in Philadel- 
phia and some was lost in the Chi- 
cago fire.

The church statement, issued by 
Louis K. Dickson, vice-president of 
the general conference, said "the de- 
nomination is strongly opposed to 
the teaching of religion in public 
schools" and "obedience to civil laws, 
such as those requiring attendance 
at school, as long as they are not in 
conflict with God's laws, is a basic 
tenet of the Adventist Faith."

The Associated Press did not carry 
the statements. 


She said she and her husband 
firmly agree with Dickson's state- 
ment in Washington that "the de- 
nomination is strongly opposed to 
the teaching of religion in public 
schools, holding that the practice

union." 


She said one of the church's prin 
ciples is that parents shall be the 
only teachers of their children until 
the age of eight years. She said her 
daughter's study is based on a cor-

d. It is further suggested that in 
the beginning, the space available be 
divided about evenly between ambu- 
latory and non-ambulatory patients. 


VII. Recreation and Occupational 
Therapy 


a. Every resident who is able 
should be assigned some duties in 
the home. 


b. Provision should be made for 
lounges, reading rooms, radio, movies 
and a regular recreational program. 


c. A part-time occupational thera- 
pist should be engaged, to organize 
and supervise both work and recrea- 
tional activities. 


d. Attention should be given to the 
transportation 
problem, 
so 
that 
staff, residents and visitors may be 
able to go back and forth to Jack- 
sonville 
easily. Special 
provision 
should be made for church attend- 
ance for those desiring it. 


VIII. Finance 


It is recommended that this com- 
mittee meet with the county com- 
missioners to work out the means of 
financing this project. 


IX. Alternative Proposal 


It is recommended that prior to 
the expenditure of any funds for the 
renovation of the county farm, the 
possibility of acquiring the present 
facilities of Passavant hospital be 
investigated fully.
